and from the shrubbery that screened 
them t choir sang “‘Lead, Kindly 
Light.” The last service for War- 
ren Harding had begun. 

Prayers Heber spoken by an old 
friend of the dead president, the scrip- 
tural passages that hearten men in 
sorrow were read, and again the choir 
sang. The last hymn of this simple, 
reverent service was “Nearef, My 
God, to Thee,” and as the softly blend- 
ing voices came to the last chords, 
Mrs. Harding slowly raised her veiled 
face and stood as though in prayer to 
Him above that the dead husband, 
who, in a moment, would be shut away 
from her forever, might know that 
peace beyond understanding which 
God's mercy holds out to humanity at 
the last. 

The Benediction. 

The voices died away, and with 
lifted hand Bishop Anderson, of the 
Methodist Episcopal church, pro- 
nounced the benediction: 

“Now unto Him that is able to keep 
us from falling, and to present fault- 
less before the presence of His glory, 
with exceeding joy, to the only wise 
God. our Savior, be glory and majesty, 
dominion and power, both now, and 
forever more. Amen.” 

The funeral party and the hundreds 
who ringed them about stood motion- 
less and silent a moment. Then the 
soldiers and sailors and marines who 
have kept the honor watch all the way 
from San Francisco and who alone 
have carried this casket, stepped for- 
ward. Facing the tomb. they lifted it 
slowly and slowly bore it through the 
shadowy doorway. And at that mo- 
ment the nation stood silent in sor- 
row. 

Back to the dim depth of the crypt 
of stone and earth, the bearers went 
with their burden, then turned to file 
out again and stand stiffly at atten- 
tion in double line forming a corridor 
of honor. 

Mrs. Harding raised her veil slight: 
ly and swept the moisture from her 
brow and lins. It was still and hot 
where the light breeze was impeded 
by the erowding, sorrowful people 
about her, but it did not seem that 
even now it was tears she wiped 
away. 

As the bearers came out, she lean 
ed to whisper to Secretary Christian. 
Then she stepped forward on his arm 
to pass just within the ivy-grown 
doorway beyond which lav the flag 
draped casket, hardly visible in the 
dim vault. She halted hut a moment 
in thic final farewell, then turned to 
walk slowly down the roadway to the 
waiting motor car that rolled her 
swiftly awny. After she had gone. 
President Coolidce with Mrs. Coolidge 
stepped to her place within the door- 
way. they too standing but a moment. 
As they turned to pass out, the great 
iron harrier was swung softly shut 
and Warren Harding was at home 
for ever in the town he loved. 

Down bherond where a green lawn 
stretched under the trees. the khaki 
tents of the guardsmen gleamed. As 
the sorrowing company before’ the 
vault moved away to the waiting cars, 
the guardsmen again took their places 
hefore the vanit flaming with the 
beauty of the flowers that banked ‘it 
about. And the hundreds who had 
stood to watch the simple ceremony 
that committed a simple American to 
the keeping of his God drifted slowlv 
away to leave him alone when dark 
fell for the sleen that will never end. 

Great Crowds Present. 

Slow moving thrones crowded the 
streets of Marion again todav in the 
last publie honors Warren Harding 
was shown hefore the doors of the ivy- 
grown tault closed. 

It seemed that not alone Ohio, but 
every surrounding state from which 
Marion could be reached before the 
end had sent legions here to pass 
heside the bier or to stand silent as 
the dead president was carried to his 
rest Congested videwalks flanked 
Center street, where the home of his 
father, sheltering fhe great son again. 
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lined stone walk that leads to the 
home, a close-crowded line, kept in 
place by guardsmen, stretched away 
for blocks. The far end was down 
beyond the draped courthouse and it 
moved away from the house of sad- 
ness instead of toward it. Hundreds 
upon hundreds came to join the gath- 
ering every hour, came faster than 
the slow movement past the bier 
could absorb them. A thin handful 
seemed the line of those coming from 
the quiet room around which the 
sorrowful thought of all Americans 
centered today. 


Mecca of Pilgrimage. 


Up the streets themselves in all 
the region about the home of the 
aged physician that was the Mecca of 
this silent pilgrimage were curiously 
blank and still. Here and there a 
car on business that had to do with 
tl funeral rites moved swiftly or a 
troop laden truck rumbled by to set 
its human freight «bout some new 
task of watching. Against the curbs 
the young guardsmen stood widely 
spaced to keep the crowds on the side- 
walks. Traffic officers in khaki held 
the intersections and waved the nee- 
essary flow of vehicles on its way. 

A thin haze dimmed the sunlight 
a little in the morning hours, but it 
was a bright day for all that. 

The town had the quiet and the lit- 
tle loitering groups about its count- 
iess comfortable homes of a Sabbath 
morning. The hush wag there and the 
utter cessation from work-a-day af- 
fairs. Only the endless, silent throngs 
that waited in the long line on the 
north walk of Center street, inching 
slowly eastward to the boyhood home 
of the dead man served to break the 
illusion of Sunday calm. 

Other hundreds walked among the 
winding drives and many stones and 
monuments of the field of the dead 
where Warren Harding was soon to 
sleep. They passed before the vault, 
deep in the tree grown recesses of 
the cemetery, to pause a little before 
its ivy-clad front where a handful of 
the vast freight of flowers: soon to be 
placed there already lifted nodding, 
beautiful headg a clinging fragrance 
in half circle before the entrance to 
the tomb, columns that once graced 
the triumphal way up Mount Ver- 
non avenue to the porch where the 
dead president stood proudly just a 
handful of hurrving months ago. 

Flag and Mourning Band. 

The house where he had lived, the 
comfortable, quiet home of a respect- 
ed citizen like a thousand _ others 
about it, was graced with a single flag 
and a mourning band. The railed 
and covored circle above the broad 
lawn where the “porch campaign’ 
was planned and carried through, was 
vacant and undecorated except for the 
swinging baskets of ferng it has- long 
known. On the sidewalk stood a lit- 
tle knot of guardsmen to see that the 
strolling hundreds who came to view 
that place of Warren Harding's great- 
ness did got block and crowd too close- 
ly to mar the peace and quiet of the 
dar. 

This was the day of the home peo- 
ple who best knew and best loved the 
man who had gone from them to 
greatness, only to come back so soon 
in death. Whatever of pomp and pa- 
ride there was about these last hours 
before he was carried to the grass 
frown vault was made hv these thon- 
sands for themselves. No ceremonial 
of sorrow filled the waiting hours he- 
fore the funeral. The great ones who 
had left the cars of the nation for an 
hour to he with their dead chief at 
the end did not leave their hotels or 
the private homes that had taken 
them in.

Jackson, Miss., August 10.—War- 
ren Harding, gentleman—was extolled 
today by John Sharp Williams, who 
temporarily forsook retirement and 
came to Jackson from his plantation 
in Yazoo county to talk to his home 
folk about the man whom he had 
characterized as “my friend, tested 
and approved.” 

The John Sharp Williams who 
spoke today was not the senator from 
Mississippi whose brilliant oratory 


and flashing returns in debate in the 
upper héuse of congress for years, 


marked him as one of the nation’s 


most able speakers. It was a Wil- 
liams who conducted himself as when 
he was wont to eriter the white hotse 
after Warren Harding went there. 
Then there was no ceremony for, after 
years of friendly association in the 
capitol, it still was “Warren” and 
“John,” and today John again cast 
aside formality and in studied phrases 
told his people about Warren. It 
was only when he spoke of Mrs. 
Harding that he openly displayed his 
emotion. His voice lowered, he chok- 
ed, and was forced to pause, 

Mr. Williams was the speaker at 
a memorial service in Poindexter 
park at the hour the body of his 
friend was placed at rest in Marion. 
The weather was not of the best for 
an open air ceremony—it had rained 
during the forenoon—but clouds 
not deter the throngs that gathered 
around a pavillion. under the huge 
oaks to pay tribute to Warren Hard- 
ing and to hear something about him 
from one who knew him intimately. 
Business houses closed shortly before 
the service began and from all direc- 
tions the people came, many in over- 
alls, others without their coats or 
hats, all having in mind only the 
thought that they desired to and must 
be there. 

“We were friends, and I have no 
friends and allow myself'to have none 
among those who are not in my judg- 
ment, at least honest, sincere und 
above duplicity or  corruptibilty,” 
said Mr. Williams.

(By the Associated Press.)—Leaving 
behind him in Marion,,entombed with 
tender care, the body of his late cap- 
tain, President Coolidge tonight was 
returning to the capital to face the 
problems of office.

MORE SCIATICA. 

As I intimated when we were talk- 
ing about sciatica the other day. the 
symptoms of sciatica and other kinds 
of neuritis are taboo in this column. 
I have enough te do dodging the bom- 


bardment of symptoms which readers 
so extravagantly and so bootlessly i- 
flict on me. I certainly do not intend 
to provide readers with the makings 
of any disease. It-is more in charac 
ter for me to warn readers of the pit- 
falls in the days cf health and save 
them from costly errors. 

Since relaxation and strain of the 
sacro-iliac joint (where the hip of 
pelvic bone unites with the sarcrum or 
base of spinc) has been generally rec- 
ognized in recent years, Many cases 
which were formerly called sciatica 
have been found to be suacro-iliac 
strain; proper treatment to support 
that joint often gives immediate and 
lasting relief to pain and disability 
which would otherwise go on indefi- 

itely. 

. Tumors or other masses within the 
pelvis, by causiug pressure, are some- 
times responsible for sciatica. The 
exudate or material which forms 
about a chronically inflamed joint 
(arthritis) in the lower part of the 
spine, sometimes involves the sciatic 
nerve on either or both sides, causing 
sicatic ueuritis. Successful  treat- 
ment in such, cases would obviously 
demand surgical interference. . 

In certain cases of prolonged s8cl- 
atica, grateful relief vver a considera- 
ble period is obtained from injections 
made directly inta the nerve trunk or, 
better, injections made into the lower 
spine where the cciatic nerve has its 
origin. In a few cases where the sci- 
atic nerve included in adhesions 
from some old inflammation in the 
sciatic region, relief comes from an 
operation which frees the nerve from 
the adhesions.

Ringing in Ears. 

Will a vear or more of ringing in 
the ears cause deafness or affect the 
mind, that is, couse impairment of the 
mental faculties? The ringing was 
caused by a sudden explosion.—R, A. 

Answer—No. Tre same injury or 
disease which eaus:-s ringing may also 
cause impairm:nt of hearing. In 
many cases ringing or other head 
noises cease at the time deafness be-

A Useful Barometer Law. 


Stand with your back to the wind 
and the barometer will be lower on 
,our left hand, a little to. the. fsont, 
than:on your right hand, This is 
what is known as Buys Ballott’s law, 
which was established many years 
ago, and for years has served as a 
valuable aid to the mariner. By its 
use he can locate the center of low 
‘pressure in its relation to him, For 
example, if the wind is southeast, 


he knows that off to the west-south- 
west, on his left hand, but a little 
to the front of him, les the storm . 
center. 

In this connection the rule of the» 
United States Weather Bureau as 
printed on its daily weather map 
should interest those who like to 
wateh the wind direction. When the 
wind sets in froin points between 
south and southeast and the ba 
rometer falls steadily, a storm is 
approaching from the west or north- 
west, and its center will pass near 
or north of the observer within 12 
to 24 hours, with wind shifting to 
northwest by way of southwest and. 
west. When the wind sets in from 
points between east and northeast and 
the barometer falls steadily a storm 
is approaching from the south or 
southwest and its center will pass 
near or to the south or east of the 
observer within 12 to 24 hours, with 
wind shifting to northwest by. way 
of north. The rapidity of the storm’s 
approach and its intensity will be in- 
dicated by the rate and the amount 
of the fall in the barometer.

Cat-Tail Flour New Product. | 


(From The Cleveland Plain Dealer.) 

Some day, Mrs. Housewife. you may | 
see pictures of waving cat-tails in the 
bread advertisements. Stranger things 
than that have happened since scien- 
tists began studying nature's wonders. 

The cat-tail is said to make an ex- 
cellent grade of bread, and it was so 
used in Germany in the world war. 
according to A. A. Hanson in Nature 
Magazine, of Washington. In fact, 
the stress of war-time conditions in 
Germany developed a number of prac- 
tical uses for cat-tails. 

The urge of necessity led to the 
discovery that a eotton.§ substitute 
could be secured from the brown | 
spikes. The fibers are neither as fine | 
nor as soft and white as are the fibers 
of cotton, but they were so easily sand 
cheaply procured that the mantfac- 
turing process has been improved to 
the extent that the cat-tail promises 
to become of considerable importance 
asa fiber plant. The fine, fluffy down 
that comprises a large part of the 
heads is also of value in stuffing pil- 
lows and cushions. In addition. a 
process has been developed recently 
for making artificial silk from cat-tail 
floss, 

These heavy matted roots attain con- 

siderable size, and they are fairly rich 
starch and sugar, the magazine 
writer continues. The Iroquois In- 
dians formerly dried and pylverized 
the starchy roots, which vielded a 
sweet-tasting flour from which excel- 
lent bread and pudding were made.

Why has this happened? 

The United States government has

Tuskeegee Institute, a school 
for negroes, gave the land upon which 
this hospital] for negroes is built. The 
government proposed to put negro doc- 
tors and negro nurses in charge of 


Certain White People. 
Certain white people objected, in- 
sisting that white doctors and nurses 


in charge of | 
these negro soldiers in a hospital de- 
Yvoted ‘to the care of negroes alone. 
The parade and threats followed in. 
‘an apparent effort to force the United | 
States zovernment to keep white men | 
and women at work in this hospital 


|in this matter of race relations, 
be 


for negroes, by intimidating the inno- 
cent pupils and faculty of this ne- 
gro school by a g y parade of 
white-clad and masked men, and by 
threats against certain members ol 
the faculty. 

Such actions cannot be considerev 
as a local affair. Such vvcurences 
are bruited abroad as indicative of 
the attitude of the whole south to- 
ward the negro. 

In foreign lands, where mission- 
aries of our church are at work, the 
news of such affairs nullifies and 
makes vain the teachings of our mis- 
sionaries. For their hearers hold 
their teachings to be false, when these 
hearers learn of such threats and 
intimidation, so foreign to the whole 
spirit Christianity, on the part of 
Americans, who, claiming to follow 
Jesus and bearing the name of Chris- 
tian, haye sent the missionaries forth 
to teach others how to live. 

We Protest. 

Therefore, in the name of our Sa- 
viour and Master, we desire to pro- 
test against these things which have 
been done at Tuskeegee. 

We are confident that we voice the 
thought of the Christian whites of 
the south, including our brothers and 
sisters mm the great state of Alabama. 
when we deplore and condemn such 
acts on the part of men in this day 
and time, wherever and whenever they 
may occur, and whatever may be the 
cause. as being an offense against 
Christian civilization, and as sub- 
versive of every principle of democ- 
racy and justice upon which our 
government is founded. 

The negro in the south has con- 
formed to the desires of the w 
that the races shall not intermingle, 
but shall live their separate lives, ex- 
cepting in those matters where the 
tw> races come together for their 
common good. Therefore, simple jus- 
tice demands that competent negro 
doctors and nurses should have the 
eare of these wounded and disabled 
negro soldiers in a hospital devoted 
to the care of negroes alone, where 
the negroes themselves desire this. 

The Christian South. 

What is more, it »s contrary to the 
belief and tradition of the south for 
southerners to conten: that white men 
and women should do this work for 
negroes, when the government can 
find a sufficient number of com pe- 
tent negro men and women to give 
the care to which these negro ‘sol- 
diers are entitled.

We believe that the Christ- 
inn citizens of Alabama regret it. and 
that they, and all other like-minded 
peopie in the south will work to- 
gether to prevent a repetition of 
such occurrences anywhere in the 
south. 

For the sake of the cause of Christ 
throughout the world. and in order 
that the religion, which we profess, 
may not become a mockery at home 
and abroad, we would ‘invite all men 
and women of good will to unite with 
us in working aad praying that we, 
and all of our peveple, particularly 
may

sons, all white, were kidnaped by un- 
masked men during last night, taken 
to the country in automobiles and 
whipped. 

The names furnished by the police 
and sheriff's deputies as victims of 
last night’s kidnapings are: Kh. E. 
Bobo, proprietor of a small grocery 
store; Ollie: M. Perry, under indict- 
ments in connection with alleged il- 
licit liquor traffic; Gus Roberts, said 
to have been a friend of Perry’s, who 
was found in Perry’s house, and J. 
Goodyear, the latter said to have oc- 
cupied part of the residence of Depu- 
ty Sheriff Wiltse Birdsong. 

. E. Bobo, storekeeper in a negro 
settlement here, was kidnaped and 
carried to the country Jast night by 
a band of men and severely whipped. 
After beint whipped he was left in 
the woods to walk home. 

He arrived at the home of his 
brother, B. Bobo, at 7 o’cloek this 
morning, practically exhausted. He 
was whipped so severely that the skin 
was broken in a number of places 
about his body and these wounds 
had bled considerably. No arrests 
have been made but police are investi- 
gating. The whipping took place 
shortly after last midnight after 
Bobo closed hig store for the day. 

Bobo stated this morning that the 
men told him that he had “mistreated 
a woman living in one of his houses 
and that was why they whipped him. 
He called a physician to dress his 
wounds after reaching his brother’s 
home. Bobo said a heavy ieather 
strap was used by the men to whip 
him. 
of them. 

The whippings of last night foilows 
closely on the heels of a chain of 
other whippings that attracted na- 
tion-wide attention bhecause of the 
prominence of the victims.

Macon, Ga., August 10.—(Special.) 
Twenty-nine wholesale consumers of 
electric current are affected in Macon 
by the increased rates granted to the 
Central Georgia Power company to- 
day by the Georgia public service com- 
mission and a similar number in other 
towns supplied by the same company 
will pay the same increase.

“For nearly nine 
years I worked beside him and my 
present sorrow is somewhat assuaged 
by the feeling of satisfaction at hav- 
ing been permitted to serve a great 
president, a most humane and con- 
siderate chief, and the finest friend it 
has ever been given a man ‘to have. 

I left at Washington my resignation 
for the acceptance of President Cool- 
idge, with a tender of any. services I 
may be able to render him and any 
assistance I can give his secretary. 


It is my expectation to enter private

therefor.” 

Mr. Christian added _ informally 
that he had no desire to continue in 
public dffice and would not look with 
favor on any federal appointment.
